WASHINGTON, Nov. 23.—Demobilization of the 
American expeditionary forces, already in progress with 
the movement homeward of sick and wounded will be has­ 
tened by the return at an early date of eight divisions of 
of national guard and national army troops, eight regi­ 
ments of coast artillery and two brigades of field artillery. 
This announcement was made today by General March 
chief of staff, on receipt of dispatches from General Persh- 
ing.

86th Division to Return 
The divisions which General March said have been 
designated by General Pershing to return as soon as the 
sick and wounded have been moved to the United States 
a r e : 
National G uard: 
31st (Georgia, Alabama and Florida). 
34th (Nebraska, Iowa, South Dakota and Minnesota). 
38th (Indiana, Kentucky and West Virginia). 
39th (Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana). 
National Army: 
76th (New England). 
84th (Kentucky, Indiana and Southern Illinois). 
86th (Northern Illinois, including Chicago). 
87th (Arkansas, Louisiana Mississippi and Southern 
Alabama). 
The Coast Artillery regiments to be returned as soon as 
possible were announced as the 46th, 47th, 28th, 49th, 
50th, 73rd, 74th and 75th. 
The two field artillery brigades to be brought home 
are the 65th and tbte 163rd. Eighty-two aero squadrons, 
seventeen construction companies and several special units 
from England will be brought home as soon as transporta­ 
tion facilities are available, General March said. 
General March said no report on the organization of 
the army of occupation had been received but that the di­ 
visions designated by General Pershing for return were 
among those he could spare immediately. 
The order in which they will return has not been estab­ 
lished but the chief of staff pointed out that it would take 
considerable time to bring that number of men home. He 
also gave assurances that the war department had no in­ 
tention of allowing the veterans of the battlefields of 
France and Belgium “to sneak into the country’* unnoticed, 
but that timely announcement would be made so that ade­ 
quate receptions could be planned. 
Pershing Will Retain Anay o f 1,200,000 
Secretary Baker aupplemepjtejLGeneral March's opt 
line of demobilization plans later" fry stating tffiht Genera 
Pershing was reducing his army to a strength of thirty 
divisions and would further reduce it as conditions justify. 
At an average strength of 40,000 men to a division which 
would cover all necessary auxiliary forces-fehis would mean 
that General Pershing would retain 1,200,000 in France 
from which the actual army of occupation and its reserves 
would be organized to provide against any possible emerg­ 
ency. 
General March showed that virtually all of the supple­ 
mental army corps and army troops are to be withdrawn. 
He said he already had authorized General Pershing to 
send back railway artillery, army artillery, gas troops and 
tank corps units in addition to the divisional organizations. 
Some of the divisions designated by General Pershing are 
replacement units which have been skeletonized by with­ 
drawal of drafts to recruit divisions in the line.

By 
this name part of the reconquer­ 
ed Lorraine will be know n until 
it has been finally and fully re­ 
installed in the French republic.

French as ever.

ing meat in th e best condition to 
use, either fresh or for curing p u r­ 
poses. 
Food in the stom ach de­ 
composes 
very 
rapidly 
after 
slaughter, and where the d ress­ 
ing is slow th e gases generated 
often affect 
th e 
flavor 
of the 
m eat. 
W ater 
should 
be given 
freely up to th e tim e of slaughter, 
as it keeps th e tem perature nor­ 
m al. 
It is highly im portant th a t 
th e animal be n o t excited in any 
way sufficiently to raise th e tem ­ 
perature of th e body. 
If th e ani­ 
m al becomes heated it is b etter 
to allow it to rest over n ig h t be* 
fore killing th a n to risk spoiling

FARM COLONIES FOR 
RETURNED SOLDIERS 


U. 8. Commissioner of Im migra­ 
tion Phoposes Plan for Solving 
Post-W ar Problem!* — W ould 
Redeem Vast Acreage of W aste 
Land. 


Chicago, Nov. 23.— Redemption 
of A m erica’s waste land by th e es­ 
tablishment of farm colonies for 
returned soldiers, a plan proposed 
by Frederic 
C. 
Howe, 
United 
States Commisisoner of Im m igra­ 
tion for solving post-war prob­ 
lems, is being strongly endorsed 
here by authorities on agriculture 
and economics. 
The proposed colonies would be 
developed along the lines followed 
in California where 6,000 acres 
were bo ught by the government 
last spring and let out to farm ers 
in small holdings. 
The colony 
has been successfully operated on 
a co-operative basis. 
Commissioner H ow e 
believes 
that m o re colonies should be es­ 
tablished throughout the country 
by the government, each one near 
a city, w h ere the produce of th e 
farms could be sold to advantage. 
“The sites should be selected 
by experts, as was done in estab­ 
lishing shipbuilding sites. 
Model 
villages w ith a 
common 
dairy, 
common 
farming 
Implements, 
common, forests, playgrounds and 
pasture lands, are provided in 
the general plan. 
1 
“The fa rm must be made w orth 
while if w e are to stop the influx 
of people to the city 
from 
the 
country,’ 'said Mr. Howe. 
"The 
farm m u st be made profitable to 
the soldiers returning from E u ­ 
rope. 
W e cannot give them a 
piece of land to. clear of u n d er­ 
brush, or a swamp to drain, and 
then tell them they can cultivate 
it. They deserve m ore than that. 
The only effect of such proced­ 
ure would be to m ake the lands 
more valuable for 
the 
owners 
who had probably 
bought 
th e 
lands y e a rs before for 
a 
few 
cents. 
“The ‘Back to the Land’ th e­ 
ory is very pretty," Mr. Howe con­ 
tinued. 
" B u t the real difficulty 
is that w e always like the other 
fellow to go back. 
The farm er is 
the Cinderella of politics today, 
for he g ets nol help, and then we 
resent it because he complains.” 
The tim e was never more op­ 
portune, in the opinion of author­ 
ities here. Aor extending A meri­ 
can agriculture 
by 
the 
simple 
means of m aking adequate land 
allotments to soldiers. 
Mr. H ow e said th a t monopoly 
of land is gradually being done 
away with. 
"This movement began during 
the French revolution, when large 
feudal estates were divided among 
the common people,” he said. "It 
has been developed by the R us­ 
sians, and will spread to Austria- 
Hungary a n d Germany. 
Thus in 
all those countries the peasant or 
common working man will finally 
achieve political power. 
“Ownership by each 
man 
of 
something really his own., goes a 
long way towards making a coun­ 
try prosperous and truly demo­ 
cratic.”

Rome, Get. —— (Correspondence 
of The Associated Press.)— David 
Lubin, American delegate to the 
International Institute of Agricul 
lure, has suggested to Italian aud 
British government officials and 
financier* a plan to block German 
encroachments in foreign m arkets 
by teaching the backward peoples 
of the world how to manufacture 
their own goods. 
It is proposed 
to send a commission to the Unit­ 
ed States to advocate the adop­ 
tion of this method. 
Mr. Lubin's plan is to organize 
an international industrial league 
which wo,uld establish commer­ 
cial bases im zones 
of 
foreign 
trade and to teach the people of 
those zones important methods 
of business and manufacture. 
It 
It pointed out that this would 
eliminate the necessity for them 
to) purchase manufactured articles 
either from Germany or from any 
others 
“ At a first 
glance, 
it 
would 
seem inadvisable for the English 
or American exporter 
to 
help 
build up industries in a foreign 
m arket,”, said Mr. Lubin. 
“They 
would feel that they were, 
by 
teaching raw labor to become ex­ 
pert, destroying their own trade, 
and even running the risk of hav­ 
ing that labor return to compete 
In their own home market. 
I 
think reflection will 
show 
that 
there is really little to fear from 
the legitimate competitor. In fact 
the competitor is, as a rule a cus­ 
tomer, and the stronger the com­ 
petition the more 
valuable 
the 
custom. 
Both the 
United States 
and Great Britain are competitors 
b u t they are also each other’s 
best customer. 
Neither has much 
to fear from Morocco, 
for 
in­ 
stance, as a competitor, but like­ 
wise they have little to gain* at 
present by her custom.

er, if Morocco be converted into 
an industrial center, It would be­ 
come a customer.

from th e Rebels, the w’eird cry 
of screech owls making the night 
seem hideous. 
I w ent a distance 
of 
thirty 
miles to see my brothers ln the 
army. 
T hey could not come home 
to see us for the rebels were too 
close at hand. I stayed one night 
with them and the next day went 
to Columbia. 
While I was there 
a man cam e up and handed me 
sixty cents and told me to» get 
some candy. 
I bought five cents’ 
worth of candy and had fifty five 
cents left, and you can imagine 
how proud I was. Now if I could 
bo with those poor little starved 
children in France I would sure­ 
ly make some of them happy for 
once in th e ir lives. 
I appeal to the people of Mor­ 
gan county to get busy for hu­ 
manity’s sake and do something 
for thees little ones.

W. T. Scott, Bell phone, and she 
will give you all the Information 
that you need.

The situation Beems 
beyond the control of some Bol­ 
shevik leaders who 
themselvef 
are revolting at the bloodshed.” 
President Tschaikovsky said he 
recently cabled to President Wil­ 
son urging the 
immediate 
dis­ 
patch of more troops. 
“Nothing can bring Russia out 
of this choas until the Bolshevik 
terror has been quashed by the 
force of arms,” he said. 
“The 
force now here is unable to do 
this quickly. 
Meanwhile 
hun­ 
dreds are dying daily, 
“The w-orld must understand 
that Bolshevism, like imperialism, 
is u foe to democracy. 
It is in 
Russia a mere 
dictatorship, 
a 
group of men 
holding 
sway by 
force of arms.
